15. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 
12, wherein said sealing lip is made of a polymer material selected 
from the group consisting of polyvinyl idene fluoride, polyvinyl 
chloride, polychlorotrif luoroethylene , and polyvinyl alcohol. 
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16. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 
12, wherein said low friction lining is made of 
polytetraf luoroethylene .
